It was called to 
consider the possibility of making 
an international agreement for the 
limitation of armaments; and for 
discussing the situation in the 
Pacific with a view to a treaty 
which would make war less likely 
to occur because of conflicting in- 
terests in that part of the world. 
The five leading maritime powers 
have put their signatures to a 
treaty which binds each of them to 
cut down its navy to certain speci- 
fied proportions and to not ex- 
ceed those limits by construction 
or purchase within the next ten 
yeurs, And the United States, 
France, Britain and Japan have 
signed a treaty binding them to 
respect the _ existing. territorial 
rights of each other in the Pacific, 
and to not construct new fortifica- 
tions on islands which are or 
might become bones of contention. 
The conference even went beyond 
that. The five maritime nations 
also agreed to a treaty which 
binds them to not use the submar- 
ine against merchant vessels and 
puts poison gas on the forbidden 
list as a Weapon of war. An agree- 
ment Ras also been made between 
the six powers concerned as to the 
disposition to be made of the 
cables underlying the Pacific 
which formerly belonged to Ger- 
many. A treaty affecting the 
Chinese tariff has been made, to 
which nine powers have accepted. 
Other Chinese questions are in- 
cluded in another treaty signed by 
the same powers. The Japanese 
and Chinese delegates have ne- 
gotiated a settlement regarding 
Shantung. And the United States 
and Japan have reached agree- 
ment as to the possession of the 
island of Yap. 

That is a long list of items to 
emerge from any conference as a 
table of things accomplished. And 
some of the agreements take rank

WAS IT PROPHETIC? 


Sir: Your news item in this morn- 
ing’s ‘ssue headed “Gen, De Wet, 
Boer Chieftain, Died on Friday,” sug- 
gested to me after reading the same at 
breakfast this morning, a cartoon 
which appeared, I think, In Punoh 
and reproduced in the Toronto Globe 
about 1901 or 1902, toward the close 
ofthe South Afriéan war, 

You will recollect that the British 
had established lines of blockhouses 
to arrest marauding parties of the 
Boers in the drives arranged by the 
then Lord Kitchener, 

Ainong the leaders of the Boers, 
Christian De Wet proved the most 
cunning, resourceful and troublesome, 
and his capture was eagerly hoped 
for by newspaper readers of the Brit- 
ish Empire generally. 

This general had frequently suc- 
ceeded in getting through the lines, 
and inflicting damage as well, some-' 
times by the use of using a drove of 
cattle as barricades for his men. Many 
reports of his ‘near capture” and of 
“being surrounded"’ had been  pub- 
lished, the sequels of which always 
caused chagrin to the government. 

The cartoonist represented Marquis 
of Salisbury, Premier and Lord Bai- 
four, both very much aged in appear- 
ance, meeting each other, and Balfour 
with the last edition of a paper in his 
hands and reading intently the paper 
(dated 1922), , { 

The premier greets Balfour with 
the words: “Good morning, Arthur. 
Have they got De Wet yet?” 

“No,” replies Balfour optimistically, 
“but they have him surrounded.”

No Removal of Southern Farmers to Lands in North Sug-| 
gested by Board—Irrigation Necessary But Government 
Should Proceed Carefully in Guarantees Likely to Reach 
$30,000,000—More Scientific Farming Urg mun- 
ity Pastures Needed. 


; The financing of the farmers in the southern dry belt with another 
season's seed and feed under advances from the province at large is| 
one of the chief recommendations contained in the voluminous report 
of the Southern Alberta survey board, which was turned over to the 
provincial government some time ago, and which was first made pub- 
lie by being tabled in the legislature Monday afternoon by Premier 
Greenfield. 

The board not only advises advancing seed grain for another 
season’s crop venture, under stipulated restrictions as to acreage and | 
the method in which such grain shall be planted, but goes extensively | 
into the chequered career of agriculture on the former range lands} 
to the south, pointing out ways and means which might result in} 
mixed farming operations being carried on permanently on more} 
successful lines. 


Irrigation Emphasized | 
Irrigation as a foundation of perennial prosperity is emphasised at! 
length but the board voices caution against entering into too many of; 
these projects at once, rather advising that the Lethbridge Northern | 
be placed on a proper business and self-sustaining basis before other 
schemes are guaranteed by the province and construction commenced. 
In the meantime it is recommended that exhaustive surveys and pre- 
liminary work be carried ont systematically by the province with 
the assistance of the Dominion government. It is estimated that 
approximately 750,000 acres may «be reached with ‘‘public’’ water 
supplies at feasible cost, this without including the William Pearce 
project which alone may contain 1,000,000 acres. The probable cost} 
of serving this acreage with water would run into $30,000,000. In| 
all the plans outlined however the board suggests that the coloniza-} 
tion of irrigated lands be handled systematically, and that if possible’ 
the price of lands within these guaranteed areas be regulated by 
arrangement between owners and the government.

come in and put the lands under cul- 
tivation again. Should they be favor- 
é@ with a period of good rainfall they 
would almost certainly fall into errors 
similar to those that have brought 
about the present situation, for they 
would be lacking in that very hard 
but most valuable experience that be- 
longs now to those who have pioneer- 
ed the ground. Are those great areas 
to be abandoned because of this com- 
Ing together of a series of dry years 
nad with a great expansion of acreage.
